Similarly, prior art of record does not describe or 
suggest the electronic component set forth in claims 10-24 wherein at least one 
semiconductor chip has an active upper have with at least one sensor area and a 
plastic housing enclosing said at least one semiconductor chip, said housing 
having a void formed therein extending between an opening on a surface of said 
plastic housing and said at least one sensor area, said void being formed with an 
undercut in a direction towards the sensor area, in the context of the recited 
device
